Pregnancy in a Woman With Lupus Anticoagulant 


In patients with a baseline elevated activated partial thromboplastin time, such as 
that associated with a lupus anticoagulant, heparin therapy should be monitored 
with heparin levels. 


Successful Use of Danaparoid in Treatment of Heparin-Induced 
Thrombocytopenia During Twin Pregnancy 


A 23 year old with a deep vein thrombosis in pregnancy developed heparin-induced 
thrombocytopenia that was treated successfully with danaparoid without adverse 
effects. 


Intravenous Iron Therapy for Severe Pregnancy Anemia With

During pregnancy, intravenous iron administration in severe non-hemorrhagic 
anemia with high erythropoietin levels rapidly enhances hemoglobin levels and 
should be considered prior to blood transfusion.

The nutcracker syndrome can be aggravated by pregnancy and can cause gross 
hematuria. 

Angiographic Embolization of a Ruptured Renal Artery 
Aneurysm During Pregnancy 

Report of angiographic embolotherapy rather than a primary surgical approach for 
treatment of a ruptured renal aneurysm during pregnancy. 

Vaginal Delivery After Cloacal Malformation Repair 

A patient with a cloacal malformation at birth who had undergone multiple repair 
procedures was delivered vaginally. 

Septicemia Due to Multiple Biotypes of Escherichia coli 

A patient with three Escherichia coli biotypes with different antibiotic sensitivities 
isolated from blood is presented to illustrate implications for therapy. 
Normovolemic Hemodilution Before Cesarean Hysterectomy for 
Placenta Percreta 

Intentional preoperative phlebotomy and normovolemic hemodilution can be useful 
before planned cesarean in patients refusing blood transfusion. 

Warfarin Skin Necrosis in a Postpartum Woman With Protein S 
Deficiency 

Postpartum women with protein S deficiency should be converted cautiously from 
heparin to warfarin to reduce the risk of developing warfarin skin necrosis. 
Pregnancy Outcome After Maternal Poisoning With

A gravida survives and delivers a healthy term infant after ingesting rat poison 
containing brodifacoum, a powerful warfarin derivative.

Poor perinatal outcome is possible following maternal infection with Brucella abortus. 


Reversible Fetal Hydrops Associated With Indomethacin Use 


Prompt identification of ductus arteriosus constriction, tricuspid regurgitation, and 
fetal hydrops associated with indomethacin tocolysis can lead to cessation of 
indomethacin therapy and a favorable outcome. 


Obstructive Fetal Hydronephrosis Managed by Amnioinfusions 
and Bladder Aspirations 


Serial amnioinfusions in conjunction with fetal bladder aspirations may be beneficial 
in selected cases of severe fetal hydronephrosis by reducing adverse sequelae and 
mortality.
